" .Whether Providence direéted her at the Mo- 
ment of Time, or not, he only knows that knows 
all things ; fhe comes perfeétly Diftraéted and 
Raving, into the Houfe of a particular Friend 
of mine, and whom I had Acquainted with this 
Charity ;in this Wild Condirion the breaks out, 
‘Lord, Sir! What muft I do? I Shall Murther my 
Children : She had neither Bread, Beer, Fize, 
nor Cloaths for them, and the Poor Innocents 
at Home crying for Food Let any Father 
of Children judge of this Cafe-——— Let them 
but realize this Womans Cafe, and contider the 
Bowels of a Mother————Let them imagine 
they fee the Poor Woman, as the Perfon who 
carcied her the Charity did, the Mother fitting 
on the Floorin Defpair, andin all the Extremi- 
ties of an Ungovern’d Rage, tearing her Hair 
from her Head, and three little Innocent Babes 
¢rying round her for Bread let them confider 
her a Woman well Bred, well Taught, but 
Helplefs and Friendlefs ; for my part, the Di- 
firels of it confounds my Ten, and I can fay no 
more of it than this 3 God Almighty, whofe 
Pity and Compaiiion is Infinite and Unbounded, 
eaclive thofe to whom his Bounty has been more 
Bxteafive, to confider rhat the Poor area Rent 
Charge upon the Rich, and he has made thefe 
Objetts to Try the Temper and Compafiions of 
all his Greatures. 

Thefe are fome of the Objeéts this Charity 
has reliv’d, together with fome yet greater, if 
that be poflible, than thefe: Is any Work-houfe, 
@r any Hofpital equal to this, for the Immedi- 
ae neceflity ? Are not thefe the very Conditi- 
ons, in which even Theft is not to be defpis’d ? 
Thefe are the Shame of this Unhappy Nation, 
who ace Clamour’d ont ot their Money: by 


Crouds of Importurfate Vagabonds, at the Cor- 
ner of every Street, while Mifery in its Abe 
ftratt, and inthe moft Acute Extreme, Infults 
fome of the beft Families, and the beft Blood in 
the Nation. » 

It is not my way to.tell a long Story, or a 
great many, thefe are two Inftarccs of the ma- 
ny Families I have reliev’d with the Charity I 
have had trufted with me, and I give them for 
the following Reafons. 

x. That the Hofpitals, who may think I ine 
jure them, may be Judges, Whether I have not 
made good my Affertioas, Fhat there are yet 
greater Objeéts of Compaffion, in the World, 
than theirs». 

2. That the Gentleman, who has beftow’d 
this Money, may know what Good he has done, 
and with what care it has been perforin’, 

3- That all Perfons difpos’d to do good, may 
know what Objetts to feek for, and if they have 
Occafion, -wnere to find them.
